We cannot 
thinke thar all w:oare of that Army, are acceſſory to 
ſuch wicced deſignes, Or will knowingly diſappoint 
the tra{t repoſe 1a them by the Parliiment. Some we 
believe have gone along inthe fimpliciry of their 
heirrs ; Such we dyubtnor but the clemency and wifl- 
dome ofthe honorable Houſes,may,and will reclaime 
unto their dury ; And uponthe other port wee rraſt 
the prudence and care of Hoth Honſes, wil! tn fuch a 
way as they ſhall rhinke fir, provile agninſt the preſent 
viſible dangers,which doe more then threaten tne Par-

underſtand, thar His Mijeſtie is violently torn away from 
that place by ſome Souldiers of Sir Thomas Fairfax 
Army. We know not, nor cannot underſtand by what 
Authority; but we are confident not by the Aathority of 
this Parliament. AndI confefle Lwonder how any Subs 
jeas of great Brittain, will take upon them to diſpoſe of 
the Perſon of the King againſt His own will, and the des 
clared intentions of both Parliaments. 

Your Lordſhips and rhe Honourable Houſe of Com- 
205, know beſt what to do for Your own Honour and 
ſatetic; I ſhall not preſume to offer any Advice, But be- 
cauſe this ation will certainly be much reſented by the 


Kingdom of Scotland, and have a very great Influence 


there ; We are engaged to come hither, and according to 
t he duty we owe to them that truſted us, repreſent our 


leaſe of this violent A which muſt needs be of great

two Houſes would in their wiſdom rake ſuch a courſe, 
that the Kings Majeſtie maſÞbe reſcued from thoſe that 
have ſo violently carried him away , and, be brovght to 
ſome of His own houſes neer the Parliament , rhat a 


joynt application may be made to Him by both King- 
domes, tor agreeing all differences, and ſerling of a juſt - 


and ſolid Peace. 


I can aſſure You, that the Kingdom of Scot lank,if there 


be need, will joyn as one man with this Parliament, to 


maintain with their lives and fortunes the Covenant, the _ 
Kings Majeſtic,and the juſt liberties of both Parliaments, 
according co the Covenant agzinſt whatſoever violence; 


To vindicatethe Henour of this Parlizment , and to pre- : 
ſerve and ſtrengthen the Union of the Kingdoms, untill” 
it pleaſe Godto crown all our endeavours with Truth 


and Peace. | 
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
